SITE FOR A SIEGE GUN FOUNDATION, 

Speaking of benevolent corporations, such as the Bulletin pro- 
fesses to see hovering on the horizon somewhere, ready to swoop 
down and gather in the gas franchise, it would be interesting to have 
the Bulletin’s own estimate of the various benevolent corporations 
which it has favored from time to time during the past half decade. | 

There was a tramway company which had a franchise to run ten 
years ago railways in Edmonton and which got no farther than selling 
city lots. There was a gas company eight years ago which had a fran- 


chise. There was another gas company six years ago which also had 
a franchise, There was another three years ago which wanted a fran- 
chise. There were power schemes and water schemes and Inter-urban 


schemes. There was a railway which secured the closing of fourteen 
streets in the center of the city and there was another which got assets 
ind easements and bonuses equivalent to a million dollars for fulfilling 
the obligations of its charter toward this city at a time when the pro- 
Prietor of the Bulletin was the most powerful western minister and in 
a position to relieve the city entirely from being held up. 

All these things the Bulletin has stood for and howled of its 
righteousness. From which any benevolent corporation which pro- 
poses to descend upon a sleeping city should be able to judge that the 
first place to stealthily place a concrete foundation for its siege guns 
would be in the editorial department of the Bulletin office. 


THE PROPER PLACE, 
FOR SOCIAL VALUES. 

In the dispatches of yesterday there is a story of a homesteader 
at Moose Jaw who, by renting a room in the land office, managed to 
get ahead of the other would-be filers and to secure a quarter section 
Which is stated to be worth five thousand dollars. 

While no one will begrudge any settler a five thousand dollar 
start, the incident sets one thinking as to the folly of the system of 
land settlement which has been followed in the west since it was first 
opened up. The five thousand valuation could not have been arrived 
atin any other way than that a quarter section in a well-settled dis- 
trict was allowed to lapse and to again come into the hands of the 
crown, to be gain thrown open for settlement. The value, manifestly, 
was given it by the settlement which had taken place around the quar- 
ter. Consequently, when the astute settler who rented the room filed 
on the quarter he was presented with five thousand which neighboring 
Settlers who had preceded him had created by their simple presence in 
the community. 

In the language of the single taxer, it was a social value. The 
place for social values is in the pocket of society. The five thousand 
should have been conserved to the community by capitalizing the 
value of the farm, leasing it, making the lease pay interest on that 
much capital and using the capital for the construction of roads, or 
tome other public works of a generai community benetit.

- FROMINATURAL GAS 
IS NEW INDUSTRY 


Under the heading “Gasoline from 
Natural Gas,” a recent bulletin of the 
University of Alberta says: 

Natural gas may be divided into two 
main classes, viz.: Dry gas, which 1s 
composed largely of methane and flows 
in large quantities from non-oil bearing 
or “dry” sands and gas containing I- 
quifiable vapors and known in oil flelds 
as “wet” gas. This latter gas is the 
basis of the natural gasoline industry, 
an industry supplying a great deal of 


the gasoline of commerce, 

Natural gas is a mixture of paraffin 
hydrocarbons methane, ethane, butane, 
propane, with olefins, carbon dioxide, 
oxygen, nitrogen and hydrogen and 
where the gas is wet the higher hydro- 
carbons, Le., propane, butane, etc., must 
be present in considerable amount, 

The extraction of natural gas gasoline 
from natural gas as an industry is a 
new one, and dates from 1908. This 
process is simply one of compression 
and refrigeration, (he compression gen- 
erally being done in two stages and up 
to 360 pounds per square inch. 

All natural gases are not suitable for 
the produétion of this gasoline, Me- 
thane or marsh gas called “dry natur- 
al" would require a pressure of 700 to 
800 Ibs, per square inch and would pro- 
duce liquified gas and not gusoline. 
This pressure is not commercially pos- 
sible in the industry. This dry gas 
does not contain liquifiable vapors con- 
densible to gasoline. 

Natural gas flowing from strata con- 
taining ofl ylelds volatile liquids car- 
ried in suspension as condensible vap- 
or. Depending on its richness in such 
vapors the gas will yield from one-half 
to nine gallons per 1,000 cubic feet of 
line uses up about 10 to 15 per cent. of 
the original gas but does not decrease 
its heating value so the exhaust gas 
from the process may be used as a fuel, 

The physical characteristics which 
lend most readily to a right estimation 
of the gasoline value of a gas are its 
gravity, odor, flame, color, condensation 
of gasoline from flowing lines in cold 
woather, ete, Any oil driller will rec- 
ognize gas that “lays down on the der- 
rick floor" and drives his men from the 
rig. The strong pugnent odor of gaso- 
line is unmistakable in gases rich in 
heavy constituents, In general in re. 
gard to flame, the whiter the flame the 
richer the gas is in gasoline compounds. 

The gasoline ayailable from working 
natural gas is very high grade, even 
running to 100 Beaume, The higher 
grades are very active organic salvents 

and when mixed with refinery run have 
the power of forming homogeneous 
mixtures, 

In regard to gas from the, Alberta 
field, that from the Bow Island fleld is 
absolutely dry, being composed mostly 
of methane, while that from the Ding- 
man district contains condensible vap- 
ors, The gas from the recently discoy- 
ered Viking field is now under examin- 
ation as to its commercial possibilities.

HOW MANY MEN IN ARMY 
CORPS? THIS TELLS YOU 


The following analysis, from author- 
itative sources, will help the reader to 
follow the movements of “corps,” “di- 
visions,” “battalions” and other. mili- 
tary units in this Muropean war: 

All continental armies ave organised 
on an infantry basis. Any officer, in 
telling the organization of a corps, tells 
first how many infantry units are con- 
tained therein, and then adds statistics 
on cavalry and artillery, 

All continental armies likewise are 
eonscript armies, though volunteers 
are admitted, All have an active force 
and a system of reserves. 

The battalion is the infantry unit 
throughout Continental Europe. The 
strength of a battalion varies, but Is 
usually about 1,000 men,

Two brigadés equal one division. 

Two divisions equal one corps, 

The strength of an Austrian army 
corps {s about $4,000 men. It includes 
two artillery brigades, two regiments 
of cavalry, besides engineers, pioneers, 
ete. One Austrian corps contains three 
divisions, 

An Austrian cavalry 
tains about 4,000 men. 

France. 

Three battalions equal one regiment. 

Two regiments equal one brigade.

The strength of a French corps is 
about 88,000 men, of all arms, Each 
corps has thirty batteries of four guns 
each, bosides six reinforcing bateries 
—a total of 144 field guns to the corps.

AUSTRIAN PUBLIC 
IN IGNORANCE OF 
APPALLING LOSSES 


Official Report of Ministry 
Shows 900,000 Casualties 
Since War Started, 


London, Nov. 17,—The Morning Post 
publishes the text of a letter received 
by the London correspondent of a 
Fucharest paper from a friend in Ham- 
burg in which the writer comments 
bitterly on the way in which the Aus- 
trian public are kept in ignorance of 
the appalling losses among the Aus- 
trian troops. The writer who him- 
self copfed the figures from a report 
shown him by an official in the Aus- 
trian ministry says the Austrian losses 
In the campaign agalnst Servia up to 
November 1, reached a total of 148,598 
officers and men, being almost one- 
third of the whole army originally 
Rent to that region, In Galicia they 
reached a total of 752,756 and in east 
Hungary 1,772. Thus Austria lost dur- 
ing the first three months of war a 
little over 900,000 officers and men, 
which 1s something like 27 per cent. of 
the whole army engaged. 

The writer says one reason why, in 
his opinion, the government refratns 
from the publication of statistics for 
the present is that the most popular 
Hungarian regiment, the Magyar, Ilus- 
sars, and the first, seventh and six- 
teonth cavalry were almost completely 
annihilated in France and Belgiur. 
Never a word was published officially 
as to thelr being sent to reinforce the 
Uhlans in the west, There were 
rumors about it, but not even letters 
reached the people of the husars in 
Hungary, It is sald these haye been 
kept back in order that uneasiness 
should not arise, I should not wonder 
if it had created not merely uneasiness 
but rebellion, for the people here hold 
that as long as Hungary is seriously 
threatened and being invaded even by 
Servians as was the case, we cannot af- 
ferd to have even our Austrian regi- 
‘ents in Belgium for Germany's sake," 


Peace Services Postponed, 


London, Nov, 17.—The British com- 
mittee for the celebration of the cen- 
tennary of peace between the English 
speaking peoples have announced: a 
postponement of the thanksgiving ser- 
vices in the British churches arranged 
for December 20.
